| andtoforbeare from their further begging in any other place: and ſuch others as wander abroad as beggars, 
| being ablero worke,and hauing no lawfull mcanes whereby to liue, to betakenand puniſhed as es, 


according to the lawcs in that bchalfe prouided. And further, to ſuffer no ſouldicrthar pretenderhto haue 


beenehurrand maimed inher Maicſtics feruice, to whomrelicfe hath beene giuenas aforclaid, or any other 


pretending himſelfe to hauc becneaſouldier, and not thought worthy to be parraker of the late relicfegiuen, 


- to continue necre or about the citic of London, or Weſtminſter, the Burrough of Southwarke , or in any 


place within three miles ofcither of the Cities or;Burrough,, butto be compelled likewiſe to depart to the 
Counties where they were borne, there to receiue conuenient maintenance. And theſe Ordinances con- 
formable to the lawes of the Realme, the Lord Maior of the citic of London; and all other Officers to 


whom it may belong within the limits aforelayd , are to ſee duely and ſpecdily executed, and the offenders
